e assassin’s bullet has 
claimed a European figure as its victim 
On Saturday morning Herr Dr, Walther 
Rathenau, Foreign Minister of the German 
Republic, was murdered as he was leaving 
his home in the Grunewald, near Berlin. 
Dr. Rathenau was easily the outstanding 
intellect of post-war Germany. Head of a 
famous electrical concern and one of the 
dozen richest men in our hemisphere, the 
murdered Minister was a great humanist 
and a brilliant politico-philosopher. His 
book, Von kommenden Dingen, which was 
published during the war, revealed him 
as a deep and remarkably broad-minded 
thinker, whose sympathies lay with the 
masses. He distinguished himself during 
the war by the way in which he organised 
Germany’s scanty supplies of raw material. 
He kept out of politics during the days 
of the Revolution, but accepted the port- 
folio of Reconstruction under Dr. Wirth, 
throwing himself heart and*soul into a 
very difficult task, His Wiesbaden Agree- 
ment with the French was hailed as a 
triumph of conciliatory statesmanship, 
and his prestige became so gteat that he 
was appointed Minister for Foreign Affairs 
at the earliest possible moment. The con- 
duct of the indemnity negotiations has 
been largely in Dr. Rathenau’s hands. 

There can be little doubt that Dr. 
Rathenau was murdered by persons 
whose aim is the subversion of the 
German Republic, Only on’ Friday last 
in the Reichstag he was made the 
target of a bitter attack by Herr 
Helfferich, who is the - Parliamentary 
leader of the. Right-wing extremists. 
Dr. Rathenau’s policy has been far 
too liberal for the Junker Party. “His 
attempts to make terms with France 
have incurred the bitter wrath of those 
Prussian diehards who still prate about 
Der Tag, while his anxiety to secure 
acceptance of the Allies’ latest repara- 
tion demands exposed him to the most 
fantastic charges of “treachery.” and 
moral cowardice. Germany to-day is alive 
with secret societies which exist for the 
purpose of restoring the Monarchy and 
the supremacy of the, military caste, In 
all likelihood Dr. Rathenau’s murder was 
inspired, if not directly instigated, by one 
of these bodies. The whole Reich has been 
placed in a state of virtual siege by « 
Presidential proclamation. A special court 
has been established at Leipzig “for the 
defence of the Republic”; and all Ger- 
many is seething with excitement and 
indignation against the perpetrators of a 
foul and dastardly. deed. 

The. telegraph wires are tingling with 
wild reports from Berlin. The veteran 
Hindenburg has appeared at Potsdam in 
company with Ludendorff and a regiment 
of Kaisertreu generals, The “Orgesch,” 
which was responsible for the Kapp 
fiasco, has sprung again into prominence. 
Germany is afraid of a Monarchist plot. 
President Ebert's. proclamation interprets 
the minds of ninety per cent, of the German 
population. Every newspaper of decent 
standing, every ¢itizen of public spirit, is 
rallying round the Government. Dr. Wirth’s 
stern rebuke to the Conservative members 
of the Reichstag, “This must go no 
further, gentlemen of the Right,” has been 
applauded throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. For the past few 
years the German Government has been 
content to turn a blind eye to counter 
revolutionary intrigue, but Saturday’s 
murder has awakened it to the danger of 
too much toleration, The reaction against 
this hideous crime will do more than 
almost anything else could have done to 
discredit Junkerdom in the people's eyes. 
Germany has lost one of her most gifted 
and widely-honoured sons, but from her 
loss she may gain that wider vision of 
her destiny which was Walther Rathenau’s 


ideal. 
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The Provisional Parliament. 


This week will witness the end of the 
second Pail and the birth of the Pro- 
visional) Parliament. The outlook is 
obscure, but one great fact has been 
established. The new Parliament will 
have a national mandate to advance the 
creation of the Irish Free State on the 
basis of the Treaty. In spite of the 
“ Coalition ''—which. may not survive the 
present week—the recent elections were 
fought largely on the issue of the Treaty, 
and the results ere decisive. The Treaty 
Party had a precarious majority ef some 
half-dozen votes in the second Dail, it 
will have a substaatial majority in 
the Provisional Parliament, even if, as is 
probable, the Labour Party should vote 
with the Republicans on some aspects cf 
the draft Constitution. The anti- 
Treaty Party will have only. thirty- 
six members in the new Parliament, and 
seventéen of these were elected without 
contests under the panel arrangement. 
They are lucky men; for even in County 
Cork, which was supposed to be the 
stronghold of Republicanism, the electors 
voted for the Treaty in the proportion of 
more than two to one, In the twenty-six 
counties, as a whole, the proportion in

agriculture has begun to achieve that 
position in the United States. The lead- 
ing question now before Congress is the 
tariff; for the Republican Party, which 
has a large majority in both Houses, pro- 
poses the most severely protective tariff 
of modern times. It is especially drastic 
because the Government and Congress 
have courted the farmers’ represontatives, 
and the Chairman of the Senate Committee 
sits for an exclusively agricultura] State. 
Tariffs on im products have been framed 
chiefly with the object. of excluding im- 
ports from Canada. The farmers, having 
got their way, have made ‘liberal con- 
cessions to the manufacturers, with the 
result that the proposed tariff is equally 
satisfactory to both interests. Whether 
it will please or horrify the average Ameri- 
can is another matter, The Democrats 
have small hope of defeating it in Con- 
gress, where the Western farmers’ repre- 
sentation is larger and more compact than 
that of any other Industry. The astute 
Democrats believe, however, that this 
high tariff, once in action, will be their 
best friend, and that a country groaning 
under vastly increased costs of living will 
return them to power at the elections oí 
1924. Irish farmers will watch the de- 
velopment of this situation with much 
interest. It may supply them not only 
with a stimulus, but with a useful 
warning. 


Insanity and Law. 


Recent murder trials have aroused 
insanity to criminal responsibility, The 
citizen fears that, if a murderer can prove 
insanity before, during or after the act of 
murder, and thereby escape the death 
penalty, being detained instead “ during 
the King’s pleasure,” people with various 
sm; “ mental diseases” may make 
themselves a serious dangér to the com- 
‘munity. Recently an expert declared that 
a man who was proved to have committed 
murder was, at the time when he did the 
deed, suffering from a “condition of 
epileptic automatism ’’—in short, he was 
unable to control his actions. Some fifteen 
years ago American criminals often 
pleaded that their crimes were committed 
under psychic influence, or hypnotism. 
Finally, a journal asked Mr. Hugo 
Munsterburg, then the great psycho- 
logist of Harvard University, to make 
a statement. His reply was clear. 
Hypnotism, insanity and drunkenness 
share in common one quality. Under the 
influence of no one of them can a man be 
made to do anything which he had 
not previously contemplated, and even 
planned, since all three states simply em- 

ower the “sub-conscious self” to act. 

he “sub-conscious self ” is the real self, 
the character of the man, that connects 
his moments through life, from birth to 
the grave. Thus no man who is honest 
in heart can be hypnotised to steal. 
‘According to the great psychologist, drink 
and insanity are accidents that unveil the 
secret places of the heart. 


Salvage. 


Although schemes for tne salvaging of 
the mighty ship Lusitania, sunk by the 
Germans off the Irish coast, have excited 
the imagination of uninformed Jandsmen, 
they have met with little but scorn from 
sea- men who appreciate the difficul- 
ties. Not until Captain Count Landi be- 
came interested in the project did it. com- 
mand an intelligent hearing from “those 
who know.” Several reasons account for 
the change in attitude. The first, and, 
von“ most important, is the Count 

self, and the triumphs which he has 
won in salvage work. The second is the 
sporting spirit in which he approaches the 
adventure, fully appreciating the odds 
against him and prepared to lose. The third 
is & new diving-suit, which, it is hoped, 
will enable men tc work at depths never 
before possible. Even if we grant the 
efficacy of the new diving-suit, the Count 
is still confronted with many uncertain- 
ties. In what condition will the ship be 
found? If it is in a fair condition, what 
can be salved and what is worth salving? 
The engines have ceased to be valuable, 
because ‘to-day nobody is building such 
huge ships. Although the scheme of Count 
Landi is the most promising that has been 
evolved, it is still in the realm of specula- 
tion,

GIFT FROM FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT. 


The Catholic Central Library, 34 Westmore- 
land street, Dublin, was declared open to the 
public at a meeting of subscribers and hel 
yesterday. The Rev. Stephen J. Brown, 8.J., 
hon. librarian, presided. 

The difficulties;which beset the project at the 
outset were dealt with in a paper read by 
Father Brown. Thanks to the aid rendered 
by a small body of people, the enterprise began 
to flourish after a time, and donations, in- 
cluding gifte of books, were received from many 
quarters. A sum 1,000 francs was voted to 
the library by the French Government. Aid 
was also received from the Bexhill] Library in 
England, and the Catholic Truth Society, both 
in England and Ireland.. Many prominent 
theologica] writers in the United States had 
sent copies of their works. At the pre- 
tent miment they had between 2,000 and 3,000 
volu on their shelves. It was hoped to 
supplement this number as time went on. 
Many thousands of pounds would be required in 
order to get Mm sd a collection of books 
fairly representative of Catholic thought. 

In the library's statement of aims it is 
pointed out that nowhere else in Ireland does 
al collection of Catholic books exist. In

LONDON LETTER. 


DR. RATHENAU'S MURDER. 


» 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON,

It is a sinister coincidence that the 
murder of Dr. Rathenau should have 
followed so quickly upon that of Sir 
Henry Wilson, The circumstances wera 
‘singularly sim’‘ar. Im each case thá 
victim, pliysically as well as intellectu- 
ally, stood out among his fellows; for 
Dr. Rathenau, like Sir Henry Wilson, 
was well over six feet in height. Tha 
Germans have no hesitation in attribut 
yesterday's crime to the disconten:e 
Monarchists. 

In the face of these horrible deeds 
words of Maxim Gorky (whose 
country has furnished such a crop of 
them) seem only too apposite. “I have 
lost faith in the genins of es lie 
wrote recently in a Paris paper. “Jt seems 
ta me that she has been robbed of vision 
and coarsened in spirit; that some vi!» 
poison is destroying her sanity.” 

London, as the capital of the Empire, 
will pay & great tribute to-morrow to the 
memory of the dead Field-Marshal. ‘ix 
out of the nime surviving British holders 
of the baton will take part in the funer! 
eeremony. The Duke of Connaught will 
represent His *‘ajesty, and among the 
blew ger will be Lord Grenfell, Lord 
Methuen, the Earl of Ypres, Ear] Haig, 
and Sir William Robertson. Following 
the coffin, immediately behind the Royal 
representatives, will be Marshal Foch, 
who holds the highest rank in the British, 
as well as the French, Army. 

His Majesty’s Ministers will take part 
in the ceremony. It was, perhaps, natural 
that Lady Wilson, in the first outburst 
of her grief, should have wished that the 
men whom she regards as responsible for 
the policy which jndirectly led to her 
husband’s death should not attend thie 
funeral, But she quickly conquered her 
feelings, and it is unfortunate that pub- 
licity was given to the incident, 


THE PRIME MINISTER'S GRIEF. 


Sir Henry Wilson was at one time on 
the closest terms “of friendship with the 
Prime Minister, It can be little more 
than a year ago since I saw them chatting 
and laughing together at an evening 
party, and, though Mr. Lloyd George's 
action in .opening up negotiations with 
Mr, de Valera last summer caused «4 
treach between them which was never 
healed, there was nothing personal in Sir 
Henry’s feelings towards him, and not 
long before he died he is reported to have 
said to a friend of the Premier's, “ You 
can give my love to the little man.”’ 

As for Mr. Lloyd George's silence in 
the House of Commons on Thurs*ay, 
which has caused ungenerous commen: 
some quarters, it is stated—and m) 
observations in the House bear out the 
statement—that he was so stunned by the 
news that he felt that, if he attempted 
to speak, he would break down as Mr. 
Chamberlain, in fact, very nearly did. 

The Government will be subjected to a 
very severe cross-examination to-morrow, 
and rightly; for there are many points 
in regard to which it appears to have 
shown a strange lack of foresight. Amonz 
the matters to which attention will be 
directed are the revolvers with which the 
deed was done, the name of the official 
responsible íor discontinuing the police 
protection to Sir Henry Wilson; and tha 
alleged discovery of preparations made in 
this country for the murder of any 
persons who take a prominent part in 
cpposing the establishment of an Irish 
Republic. 

I have no doubt that the so-called 
Die-Hards will be joined in debate, ani, 
possibly, in the division lobby, by many 
members who do not ordinanly act with 
them. But I do not think it hkely that 
the Government will be defeated. The

pRELAND’S DUTY. 


There is, of course, a 
that the Provisional Government has bee 
lamentably slow to grapple with the 
rroblem of the gunmen ; but, at the same 
time, it is recognised that until a week 
ago it had very little moral backing in 
the country.

In the course of an appreciation of Sir 
Henry Wilson contributed to the Obsery: 
by Lord Milner, who was one of his oldes 
friends, and was in daily association wit! 
him during the last year of the war, he 
gives an example of Wilson’s extraordinary 
prescience. During the German “push 
of March, 1918, he remembers his sayine: 
“Three months of intense anxiety, threo 
months of lessening anxiety, then we shal! 
be through”; and the prophecy was ful- 
filled almost to the letter. 

Sir Henry Wilson had three previous 
narrow escapes from death. During the 
war a bullet struck a cane that he was 
carrying and cut it in two. He had the 
pieces joined with a silver band, and 
frequently used the stick when in town. 
After the war, as I mentioned on Friday, 
he was swept from a yacht in the Solent 
during a sudden squall, and was only 
rescued after difficulty. Some years avo 
in India he was hit in the face by a bullet 
which left a scar near his forehead, still 
visible up to the time of his death. 


AIR FORCE PAGEANT.

Germany was shocked at the news of the murder, which is attributed 


io the reactionary or Imperialist party.

Dr. Rathenau was a prominent industrial captain, a philosopher, and 
e constructive politician. He came into prominence as the engineer of 
‘he Wiesbaden and Rapallo agreemerts. 
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SHOTS AND A GRENADE. 
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MINISTER INSTANTLY KILLED. | 


Dr. Rathenau was assassinated at 10.50 on 
Saturday morning as he was being driven “in 
his car from his house in the Grunewald suburb 
to a meeting of the Cabinet. 

The assassins were two young men in a blue- 
noloured open touring car, driven by a liveried 
chauffeur, This car appears to have been | 
loitering im the neighbourhood of Dr. 
Rathenau’s residence, outside which his own 
car Was standing. | 

When the Minister came out of his house 
and stepped into his car, it was driven off 
at a rapid pace in the direction of the city. 
The blue touring car followed it. 

At the corner of the street Herr Rathenau’s 
car slowed down whereupon the other car drew 
abreast of it and the young men stood up 
and opened fire on the Minister. One of 
them flung a hand grenade which fell into the 
car and exploded. ' 

Herr Rathenau must have died immediately. 
Ten shots were fired at him, and the grenade 
wrecked the floor of his car. That the 
reurderers fired the first shots from behind 
is shown by the wounds in the body. Three 
bullets struck him in the back near the base 
of the neck; he was also shot in other parts 
of the body. His left hand and right foot were 
ehattered by the bomb explosion. 

The assassins’ car did not stop, but drove 
rapidly im the direction of Berlin, Large 
forces of police were soon on the scene, and 
the mot - flying squad scorired the district, 
but no arrests have n made. Nine 9-milli- 
ineire calibre bullets were found im and near 
Herr Rathenau’s ear. e

LATE DR. RATHENAU. 


STATESMAN AND SCHOLAR. 


Dr. Walter Rathenau, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, was a statesman, ar, and a captain 
of industry. He took no active in politics 


i res in the commercial work as head of 
the rane eae Ae Fm iú (Allgemeine 
Electrizitaets Gesellschaft). 

He was a Jew by birth, and was 55 years of 

é. His father was the founder of the great 
electrical company, whose sign-initials, A. .G., 
are to be seen all over Germany. . “ 

Berr Rathenau received part of his education 
in England. He studied law and banking and 
chemistry in preparation for his task as the 
future manager of his father’s firm. He became 
also an accomplished linguist, and took an 
academic interest in economic and social ques- 
tions on which he wrote several widely read 


books. es 

His political life began with the war, when he 
was summoned to the Raw Materials Branch of 
the German War Office, and was charged with 
the control and utilisation of raw materials. 

During the Versailles negotiations he acted as 
expert adviser in Berlin on economic and indus- 
trial matters. In May, 1921, he became Minis- 
ter of Reconstruction ih Dr. Wirth's Ministry. 
In October he made the famous Wiesbaden 
Agreement with M. Loucheur. 

By this agreement Germany has to make cer- 
tain deliveries in kind on account repara- 
tions. The Reichsteg approved this agreement, 
but France has not yet ratified it. _ 

Dr, Rathenau became Foreign Minister six 
months ago. and in that capacity was present at 
the Genoa Conference, where he came into pro- 
minence in connection with the Russo-German 
(Ravallo) Treaty. 

He was a sincere Social-Democrat. He 
thought that Germanv should make an effort to 
fulfil the Treaty of Versailles, while believing 
that its complete fulfilment was impossible. 

The late Minister did not court popular 
favour. He was unmarried, immersed in busi- 
ness, but a deep thinker. He could have had no 
private enemies, and there is no doubt that the 
crime was a political one, for Dr. Rathenanu had 
no evmpathy with the reactionary ambition of

There is much confusion in the public 
mind regarding the new Irish Parliament, 
which is to hold its first meeting on Satur- 
day next. 


It has been nag hg: erally that this 
new Parliament is the body whic i, aecording 
to Clause 17 of the Peace ty, should come 
to an end not later than twelve months after 
the date of the Treaty—namely, 6th December 
néxt. Others have assumed that the oath pre- 
scribed in Clause 4 of the I’eace Treaty should 
be taken by all members of the new Parlia- 
ment. 

According to Mr. Darrell Figgis, who has had 
much to do with the drafting of the new Con- 
stitution, both these assumptions are incorrect. 

Replying to an Irish Times representative, 
who spoke to him on Saturday, Mr. Figgis said 
that, in the circumstances in which the new 
Parliament would meet, no cath could be ad- 
ministered. 

The new Dail, he said, was the Constituent 
Assembly of the Free State, and, thorefore, 
no Republican oath would be administered. On 
the other hand, the Parliament being the 
Constituent Assembly—that was to say, an 
assembly to pass and perscribe the Constitution 
of the Irish Free State—the oath of the Treaty 
could not be administered, inasmuch as that 
oath was one of true faith and fidelity to the 
Constitution; and the assembly «lected to pass 
a Constitution could not obviously take an oath 
of true faith and allegiance to a ‘Constitution 
which it had not yet passed. 

Questioned as to whether, according to Clause 

17 of the Peate Tréaty, the new Dail was to 
come to an end within one year from the date 
of the Treaty—the 6th December next—Mr. 
Figgis replied that the ition in this case 
was somewhat more mixed, and an answer was 
more difficult to give. The position, to him, 
seemed sufficiently clear. Article 17 of the 
Treaty uired that the Provisional Parlia- 
ment, or Dail, should not continue beyond the 
expiration of twelve months from the date of 
the signing of the Treaty. The new Dail, 
mon | passed and prescribed the Constitution, 
ce thereupon to be the Provisional Parlia- 
ment under the Treaty. Article 77 of the Con- 
stitution enabled it to become ‘tlie first Dail 
under the Constitution, and the first Seanad 
Eireann existing ; sg however, that it did 
not contifue in that capacity for longer than 
twelve months from that date. 
* Asked whether he thought that the new Dail 
would continue in this way, Mr. Figgis replied 
that it was im sible to say. He was a wise 
man in Ireland today who could venture to 
prophesy the future. - 

All he knew was that when the Constitution 
had been passed there would be a mass of Jegis- 
lation necessary to implement it and to bring it 
into full force and effect. Some of that legis- 
lation could be left over to subsequent 
assemblies—such, for instance, as the provisions 
for the revision of the judicial system. Other 
parts, such as the electoral laws, could not be 
postponed; they would have to be underigken 
before there would be any election.

A HORRIFIED WORLD. 
“THE TIMES” OF bs Any SAYS :— 


Many as are the great public servants of this 
nation who have been buried in St, Paul's 
Cathedral, jtlustrious as are the so!diers—Wek 
lington, Roberts, Wolseley—whose remains lie 
there, to-day’s funeral of Sir Henry Wilson in 
the chief church of the Metropolis will evoke 
from all who behold it, or bear part in it, 
emotions far stronger and moré burning than 
those which are customary at the graveside, 
even of the most eminent and venerated. The 
thought uppermost in men’s minds will be not 
the distinction of his military services, invalu- 
able as they were to the. country before and 
during the war, but the foul crime, the revolt- 
ing mischance which has cut off so noble a 
character and so fine an intelligence while they 
were still at the height of their powers. 

The assassination has horrified the whole 
civilised world, and oh France, as might be 
expected, the blow. has fallen with especial 
weight. The presence of Marshal Foch in 
St. Paul’s to-day is witness not only to the 
close personal intimacy which subsisted between 
the two organisers of victory, but is the embodi- 
ment of the French conviction that no man in 
the British Army entered with more perfect 
understanding into the heart and soul of the 
French character. In such circumstances, in 
the presence of the highest representatives of 
the nation and of the thousands who knew and 
esteemed him, Sir Henry Wilson will be laid to 
reat. But nothing can atone for the crime 
which has been committed. Whatever measures 
the Government and Parliament may.see fit to 
take, the responsibility for those measures must 
rest solely with the Irish nation. 

For months past that unhappy island has lain 
under the curse of Cain. orally she is an 
outlaw, and there can be no hope for her re- 
generation, whatever enactments statesmanship 
on either side of St. George’s Channel may 
ordain, unless she can brace herself together to 
cast off the infection which at present threatens 
to drag her down into complete social anarchy. 
Her recovery must come, and can come, solely 
from herself. She is past the reach of external 
aid. No amount of good-will, food faith, and 
good intentions on the part of Great Britain 
ean be of any avail to her as long as murder is 
her ultimate political argument.

THE ATTACK ON THE 
GOVERNMENT. “ 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of J/e 
Times writes:—The questions to which the 
murder of Sir Henry Wilson has given: rise 
will come before the House of Commons 
to-day. They naturally fall into two cate- 
gories. Those in the first category have to do 
with the police protection of public men, and 
particula of politicians Em policy. and 
actions may have violent enemies. “The others 
concern the policy of the Government in rela- 
tion to Ireland, and what measures are to be 
taken or what representations made to those 
primarily responsible for the estate of affairs in 
that country—a stete of affairs which cannot 
be left out of account in considering the cir 
cumstances of Sir Henry Wilson’s assassination. 

The main attack upon the Government will 
be u the first line. The Home Secretary 
will accused of neglecting to provide Sir 
Henry Wilson with special police protection. 
Apparently Sir Henry Wilson had not had 
special protection since he ceased to be Chief of 
the Imperial General Staff. During certain 
phases of the Irish situation, and until recently, 
members of the Government were specially 
guarded, and so were some other persons, in- 
cluding, it is believed, Lord Carson. Sir Henry 
Wilson, although he took up an attitude strongly 
hostile to Sinu Fein, and acted as Military 
Adviser to the Northern Government, was not 
put on the list of protected politicians. 

The debate will also give an opportunity for 
a more comprehensive attack on the Govern- 
ment by those who heve consistently denounced 
the Treaty policy. This attack will be on 
familiar lines, but will be more than ordinarily 
menacing because combined with censure on a 
narrower issue, and one which has deeply stirred 
the emotions of a great many members. 

The debate may be expected to excite a good 
deal of feeling, the more so since it has become 
known that Lady Wilson, when overwhelmed by 
her grief, and attributing the responsibility for 
her husband’s death to the Irish policy o: the 
Government, expressed the desire that Ministers 
should not attend the funeral to-day.

OVERTHROWING THE REPUBLIC. 


Commenting editorially upon the murder of 
Dr. Rathenau, The Times remarks ;—That a 
widespread conspiracy is developing against the 
Republic is no longer a matter of any doubt. 

persistence with which the. campaign of 
assassination is being carried on, in spite of the 
widespread indignation which each fresh at- 
tempt arouses, is evidence of a systematic effort 
to overthrow the Republic and all that the 
Republic stands for. 

Last autamn Herr Erzberger was as- 
sassinated, and his murderers have not yet been 
found or punished. Herr Scheidemann was at- 
tacked a few weeks ego, and now Dr. 
Rathenau has been brutally murdered. 
The reactionary campaign has been increasing 
lately in vehemence. Phe militarism that by 
the Treaty was formally abjured has been 
demonstratively asserting its continued 
existence in all kinds of regimental celebrations. 

We may well believe that the majority of the 
German people, who are imert and passive, 
desire peace and tranquillity. There is, however, 
a resolute minority who are determined, by 
cowardly assassination and intimidation, to 
make away with the leaders of. the democratic 
movement, to plunge the country into sirife 
and confusion, and in the confusion to establish 
a despotic and aggressive rule. Their methods 
are akin to those of the Bolshevists, though 
their doctrines are different. Unless there is a 
determined effort on the rart of the German 
people io resist these altempts to plunge 
Germany and the whole of Central Burape still 
further into anarchy the prospects for the 
immediate future are dark, indeed.

FRUIT OF POLITICAL VIOLENCE. 

The Archbishop said :— 

It is mo exaggeration to say that the hideous 
tragedy enacted in London last Thursday is 
being eroken of with reprobation today in 
every part of the civilised world, and that the 
shame of the deed has covered the name of 
Ireland with disgrace. Not altogether justly, | 
would plead, because,. although. Irishmen dil 
the deed of blood, thé country as & whole would 
(I am persuaded) repudiaic all sympathy with 
what they have cone. 

And yet the thing that has taken place shows 
the world, and shows Ireland, by a world 
arresting example, the kind of fruit that grows 
on the tree of political violence. 

There may be no justification for the fact 
that the more. highly placed the victim the 
greater is the attention that his fate atiracis. 
But whether justified or not, 1m is the case that, 
the greater the figure, the greater is the 
consternation. The world at larce is mere 
shocked by the death of Sir Henry Wilson than 
by the other violent deaths which are reported 
from ireland with such melancholy frequency. 

The motives behind the deed may be cueesed 
at—but, ultimately, what strikes the public 
imagination is not that litical hatred and 
revenge have claimed “á cow victim, but tha! 
the victim was one of the most noiable ficures 
in the great world war. In these matiers 
public ofinion ia not very discriminating, and 
we may be quite ceriain of this—that the 
world’s sympathy for Ireland will be sub- 
stantially lessened, and the world’s judgmen! 
of Ireland will be materially hardened, in view 
of the eminence of the man who has been so 
eruelly struck down by Irishmen. . 

To us in Ireland, I-irust the murder of Sir 
Henry Wilson will come home with full and 
painful force, for the reason that it ie murder— 
not so much the murder of this man or that, 
but murder . It is a witness to us of the 
horrible condition whch Irish affairs have 


reached, that political murder is so common a 


thing among Irishmen. It ia a terrible augury 
for the future of our country that our boys and 
girls should grow up with the idea, and become 
familiartsed through constant repetition with 
the idea, that political opponents cam be put 
out of the way. 

Whether we look at what is happenine in 
Ulster, where we see murder with reprisals and 
counter-reprisals, or whether we look at the 
newspaper records of events in Southern Tre- 
land, where we read of men being taken out of 
their houses and ehot, the same evil is seen. 


PASSION OR POLICY? 


Such a state of things indicates either fha’ 
raesions are at work which have been roused 
into ferocity, or that a calculated murder- 
programme is being carried cut by men who 
have uo sense of the value of human life. In 
either case — whether murder _ springs 
from passion or yolicy—the whole community 
stands challenged, and ‘the Governmen: 
of the community stands challenged. If ail 
were well, murder would not be there: it 
government were sirong, murder would not be 
of daily occurrence. 

It hes with the community to ask itself 
“Why are these murders being done?” It lies 
with the Government to say, “ Murders must 


stop.” 

‘There is no doubt that the present murder 
campaign takes its rise from political feuds 
and variances. Two political ideals are in 
conflict. I am-not now going into the question 
of the rights and the wrongs which lie round 
the origin of the conflict—it is enough for 
my purpose that the conflict exists, and that 
it is being waged with extending manifestations 
of intolerance and cruelty. 

But what is being dane by the community 
to relieve the increasing strain? What is 
being done to assu passions which are swell 
ing ever more fiercely towards explosion point > 
For we have been sitting down like fatalists 
too long, registering thé horrid items in thie 
daily tale of national self-destruction, but not 
(so far as I see) taking any adequate steps to 
bring the trouble to an end. 

The only really active elements teem to he 
the para. who are working upon 
haras public feeling, not pouring into its 
wounds the oil and wine of a Good Samaritan, 
but rubbing in the salt of a torturer. 

Is there not here and now the opportunity 
for a great uprising of the Christian spirit of 
the Irish people? Does not the poured oui 
blood of Irishmen, whether Protestant o 
Roman Catholic, ery out to ws, not for 
vengeance—for these last three years have 
taught us that the path of reprisal is a path 
to hell upon earth—but does it not err out 
to us for a great national movement of 
Christian charity ? 

his is a Christian’ country—the law of Christ 
surely copies to public life as well as to 
private hfe. Why dó we not then bring our 
religion to bear, and make a united national 


effort to apply the law of Christ to the 


unravelling of: this hideous knot—or even the 
cutting of the knot—in which the wilful appli- 
cation of the methods of force has caught ws ” 

Have we really tried Christianity yet as the 
solution of our difficulties? Shall I be wrong if 
I say we have not? 

| must explain ‘what I meáin. North and 
South are at feud, or at any rate the ideals 
with which they are, respectively, identified. 
Men are killing and being killed on both sides. 
Does not the heart of every one of us tel! ws 
that there is @ more excellent way? The men 
of good-will ought to get together. The matter 
has been left too long in the hands of the men 
of force. Those who speak to the conscience of 
Ireland in its various Churches, whether in 
North or in South, can they not speak with one 
another ? 

The influence they command in Treland 
is enormous—the weight with which they wonld 
speak to Governments and io people, if ther 
spoke with united voice, woukl be coercive.
